JUST WHAT DOES LBJ OWE UNIONS? 


When the federal government dishes out $267,887 through 
the U.S. Office of Economic Opportunity to the National Farm 
Workers’ association, now engaged in strike activities agairist 
farmers, and when the administrator of that fund is the union 
leader, Cesar Chavez, of Delano, we can only wonder just how 
much LBJ feels he owes to the labor unions and iust how much 
money (and: how much American principle) he will toss down the 
drain to square that debt. 

This economic opportunity grant was billed as money to pro- 
vide education for migrants in money management, consumer ed- 
ucation, family budgeting, use of credit unions, citizenship rights 
and responsibilities, functions and services of public agencies, 
money management and ways to upgrade educational levels. 

And Chavez, who would be the head of the program, would 
get together 3! indigenous unemployed migrants of Mexican de- 
scent for a two-month course in the above mentioned subjects, so 
that they can become teachers of migrants — and two of the 31! 
would take further training at the University of Wisconsin. 

This is fantastic; the federal government dumping money to 
agricultural labor unions to establish a so-called education pro- 
gram. And the National Farm Workers’ association at Delano is 
only one case — there are a number of others in which labor 
leaders, or former labor leaders, are cutting in on this unbeliev- 
able program. 

There can be only politics of the rottenest sort and the big 
union payoff behind such programs as these, for if Mr. LBJ and 
Mr. Shrivers, and other Deeding hearts in Washington were 
really sincere in helping people who need the kind of help Hi 
are professing to be interested in, they have a well-established, 
working facility into which people who need educational help can 
be channelled — the public schools. : 
There is nothing in the way of education that a labor union,

Bless- 
ed are the meek: for they shall 
inherit the earth. Blessed are they 
which do hunger and thirst after 
righteousness: for they shall be 
filled. Blessed are the merciful: 
for they shall obtain mercy. Bless- 
ed are the pure in heart: for they 
shall see God. ~Blessed are the 
peacemakers, for they shall be 
called the children of God... Ye 
are the light of the world. Let 
your light so shine before men; 
that they may see your good 
works, and glorify your Father 
which is in heaven.’’ Matthew, 
chapter 5. 

Truly these are words to live by. 
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Porterville’s (and California’s)} 
first high school band in 1902; a 
chainless bicycle; an 1886 Edison 
phonograph that plays as it did 
when new; a reed organ, and fur- 
niture, that is more than 100 
years old; burden-bearing yokes 
used by the Chinese on their way 
to the White River gold mines. 

A set of hame bells; a flour sack 
from the old Porterville Flour 
mill, operated by A. Leslie and lo- 
cated in what is now Murry park; 
a ball and chain used in the old 
city jail; a glass-plate camera dat- 
ing back more than 75 years; and 
numerous old pictures, newspap- 
ers, dishes and personal items such 
as old clothing, scissors, razors, 
eye glasses, and utensils. 

The set of dentist tools is on 
display that Porterville’s Founder, 
R. Porter Putnam purchased when 
he left the Tule river in 1860 to 
study dentistry in Visalia (he was 
back on the Tule in 1861 to start 
a trading post and hotel along the 
Emigrant trail that was to become 
Porterville; he never practiced 
dentistry) and one room — the 
Wilcox room — is dedicated to one 
of the first families to settle along 
the Tule. 

Setting off the main exhibit 
room is the great painting of a 
Butterfield stage entering Porter- 
ville, done in 1961 by Louie Vel- 
asquez; a whatnot: used in the 
home of Porter Putnam has been 
given to the museum; and a Cali- 
fornia Mountain lion guards the 
west entrance to the museum 
building. 

One of the fine things in the 
museum promises to be a room de- 
voted to Indian artifact, prepared 
by one of California’s leading 
authorities on early-day Indians, 
Donald Witt, of Porterville, and 
Mrs. Witt. 

Gene Duncan has set up an 
early-day electric display, centered
